The 
legal aspects of the subject seem, how- 
ever, to be entirely overlooked, in the 
political and fiscal attitude it has as- 
eumed under the retaliatory tariff war 
which Russia is waging against 
Aimerican industries. The criticisms of 


| Secretary Gage’s action in this matter 


are exceedingly unjust and are mani- 
festiy based on a shallow view of the 
law governing the official duties of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. In the first 
place, M, DeWitte is mistaken in the 
assertion that the Secretary based his 
tuling merely upon the report and 
opinion of the American Consul, Mr.

CUXHAVEN, June 19.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] At the conclusion of the re- 
gatta held yesterday on the lower 
Elbe, a dinner was given on board 
the Hamburg-American yacht 
toria Louise, at which Emperor 
liam made a@ speecn. His Majesty tod 
his hearers that he deduced from re- 
cent events in China the guarantee 
that the peace of Europe was assured 
for long years to come, because of the 
mutual esteem and spirit of comrad- 
ship created by the united action of 
the allied contingents. 

Hit Majesty, in reply to the Burgo- 
master’s toast, said: “I express to all 
of you, comrades on the water, my de- 
light that it has been granted me 
once more to participate with you in 
the races of the North German Re- 
gatta Club. His Magnificence, in his 
brief, pithy speech, has just given us 
a picture of the progress made by our 
Fatherland in the domain of aquatic 
sport. My whole task in the future 
will be to assure that the seeds now 
sown shall spring up in peace and 
security. Notwithstanding the fact 
that we, as Met, have not a navy as we 
should bave, we have won for our- 
selves a place in the sunshine, and it 
will now be my task to take care that 
this place remains in our undisputed 
possession, so that the sun's rays may 
shed fruitful influence over our trade 
and intercourse abroad and industry 
and agriculture at home and also on 
the yachting on our waters, for our fu- 
ture lies en the water. 

“The more Germans go on the water, 
whether in yacht races or on voyages 
across the ocefin, or in the service of 
the German flag, the better it is for us, 
for once the German has learned to 
keep an eye on the far horizon, the pet- 
tiness surrounding him in his daily 
life, disappears. if a man wants to get 
this broad and higher view, a Hansatic 
tour is surely the most suitable for 
him. We have drawn our conclusions 
from what Emperor William the Great 
and the great man whose monument, 
we have just unveiled, left us at their 
crealion. Those conclusions consist in 
this—that we start at the point at 
which the old Hansa has to leave off 
because it lacked the vivifying and 
protecting power of the empire. May 


in profound peace, to promote and pro- 
tect trade and commerce for long years — 
to come. 

“Il behold in the events of which 
China has been the scene, and of which 
the present return of the troogs marks 
the close, a guarantee that European 
peace is assured for long years to come, 
for the service performed by the indi- 
vidual contingents have called forth an 
appreciation based on mutual esteem 
and comradeship, which can only con- 
tribute to the maintenance of peace.

HANNON’S “P’INT” 
RE-HIBERNIANIZED. 


IRISHMAN AGAIN GUARDING THE 
TEMPLE-STREET CROSSING. 

How Henry Clay Walker Came to Be 
Moved Up to First and Spring 
Streets—Sidelight on Minor Politics 
in the Police Depariment. 


Shannon's P’int has been re-Hiber- 
nianized. 

Shannon himself has not been rein- 
stated at his old stand at the crossing 
of Temple and Spring streets, but his 
bosom friend and fellow-Hibernian, 
Officer Shearon, has taken his place, 
and thereby hanes a tale. 

Incidentally a little police politics 
has cropped out in connection Pith the 
succession of David Shearen to the 
mantel of Michael Shannon. 

The “P*int" did not seem the same 
after Shannon was transferred to La 
Grande depot az station officer and as. 
sistant superintendent of the Santa Fé 
system. Henry Clay Walker was put 
in charge of the crossing at Temple 
and Spring street when Shannon was 
p:pmoted,. Walker has a fine record as 
a policeman, and he is the very soul 
of courtesy and punctilicousness to duty 
in the position of crossing officer. 
Walker, however, is not Irish. He is 
what might be termed a Pan-Ameri- 
can, that is to say, an American of

what nationality he is descended from. 
In other words, Walker is a typical 
“Yank” of western breeding. 

Walker liked the job of guarding 
Shannon's Pint. He tried to emulate 
his predecessor In keeping the cross- 
ing clear and preventing reckless 
driving and congestion of traffle at 
che street intersection. Nobody found 
any fauit with the way in whieh 
Henry Clay Walker held down the 
crossing. 

But people and animals who passed 
the “P’int” from day to day for many 
years had got used to Officer Shannon's 
rich brogue, and Officer Walker's 
American accent did not feel grateful 
to their ears. With Shannon away the 
semed desolate and drear. 

Cfiicer Shannon himself felt that 
scmething was wrong, and he could not 
rest easy at night when he thought of 
the “Pint.” He had no fault to find 
with Officer Walker, but somehow there 
seemed to be something out of joint at 
the “F’int,” and he made up his mind 
to fix it. 

Michael Shannon, although somewhat 
of a capitalirt. 's withal a modest man. 
He does not boast of a “pull.” political 
or otherwise, byt when he has an idea 
he generally succeeds in carrying it 
out. In this case it occurred to officer 
Shannon that the “Pint” would be 
more homelike In his absence. if a 
fellow Hibernian re stati there 
to hold the crossing down. So he be- 
thought himeelf of his friend. and boon 
companion, Officer Dave Shearon. Shea. 
ran was the crossing officer at First 
and Spring streets. 

If you should ask Officer Shannon tf 
it is true that he furnished the sinews 
of war, Or a good part of them, at 
least, for Mayor Snyder's late political 
campaign, he probably would not ac- 
knowledge the corn, for Mr. Shannon 
is & modest man. It is nevertheless 
rumored that the Mayor feels that he 


such long lineage that he does not know 


owes a debt of gratitude to Officer 


Shannon, and that he could not con- 
scientiously refuse to grant him any 
reasonable reqtest, 

The story goes that it was officer 
Bhannon who approached the Mayor 
with a request that his friend, Shearon, 
be transferred from First and Spring 
streets to Shaehon's P’int.
